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MOUNTED POLICE PAY. 


A copy of the Kings County (Ireland, ) Chron- 
icle, handed the Beizeti~ by W.H. Cooper con- 
tuns an article on the Irish constabulary giving 
the h of the force and particulars as to 
drill, equipments and pay. As this is the force 
upon which the Northwest mounted police is 
modeled a comparison of the respective rates of 
pay may not be out of order: In the mounted 

ice a recruit 50 ctsa day to begin on, 
which is ine yearly until in the fifth year 
it reaches 75c; at which tate it continues as 
long as the constable remains connected with 
the force. In the constabulary a constable 
of six months service gets £54 a year or about 
75c aday. That is the policeman after five 
five years gets the same pay as a constable of 
six months. But the pay inthe constabulary 
is increased every four years until a limit of 
£72 a year, or about 98 cts a day is reached, 
while in the police 75c a day'is the limit. In 
the constabulary an acting sergeant receives 
£74, asergeant £80, ahead constable £104, a 
district inspector from £250 to £450 according 
to rank and service and a county inspector £700. 
So that the proportionately higher pay given to 
privates in the constabulary is maintained in 
regard tothe pay of the officers. When it is 
remembered that the value of labor is much 
higher in the Northwest than in Ireland, it 
will be seen that practically the Irish constable 
receives more than double the pay of the 
Canadian mounted policeman, while a county 
inspector there gets a larger salary than the 
commissioner of police here. Certainly the 
necessity of a police force in the Northwest is 
not as great as in Ireland, and there seems to 
be no difficulty in finding plenty of men to 
keep up the Canadian force at the wages paid. 
On the other hand if such high wages are 
necessary in Ireland to attract to and_ retain in 
the force the men whoare required to carry 
out the peculiar duties of that force, if the 
wages paid in Canada are sufficient, certainly 
equal abilities cannot be required here. For it 
is not to be pretended that labor and brains do 
not command as good a market in Canada as in 
Ireland. As a matter of fact the wages paid in 
the Northwest mounted police do not offer a 
roper inducement to the best men now in the 
oree to remain in it or to others of the right 
kind to join it; tosay nothing of the almost 
total absence of promotion without political 
influence,or the peculiarities of the commission- 


er.

By-Law No 39 


A By-Law to provide for borrowing on the credit of 
the Municipality at large, the sum of $11,770.50 for the 
payment of the costs of certain local in:provetuents. 

Whereas under and in pursuance of parapraph (a) of 
section 269 (a) of the Municipal Ordinance as the said 
Ordinance is amended by section 13 of Ordinance No. 19 
of 1889 certain petitions duly signed were presented to 
the Council of the Municipality of the town of Edmonton 
asking that certain improvements should be made upon 
certain strects of the town to be paid for bya special 
assessment upon the properties benefited. 

And whereas certain of the said improyements were 
made, the expenditure therefor haying been met by 
means of temporary advances or loans effected in pursu- 
ance of Section No. 140f the said Ordinance, No. 19 of 
1889. 

And whereas by by-law No.23 of the Municipality provis- 
ion was made for ascertaining and determining what 
real property hid been immediately benefited by the 
said improvements and the proportions in which the 
assesssipent was to be made on the various portions of 
the Real Estate so benefited and for assessing the cost of 
the said improvements by means ofa special rate. 

And whereas in pursuance of thesaid By-law the total 
expenditure for the whole of the said improvements was 
ascertained on the Ist day of November, A. D., 1892 to be 
$11,770.50; and there was also ascertained (amongst other 
things) the cost of the improvements made under each of 
the said several petitions and the nature of the improve- 
ments in each case; the real property fronting upon each 
of the streets whereon the said improvements have been 
madeand the extent of its frontage on each street show- 
ing under which of the saia several petitions the various 
portions of thesaid improvements were made; and the 
proportions in which the assessment ought to be made on 
the various properties ratable in respect of the said im- 
provements. 

And whereas the cost of the said improvements have in 
pursuance of the said By-law Ne. 28 been duly assessed 
against said lands. 

And whereas the probable life of the said improvement 
as certified by the chairman of the standing committee of 
the council On publie works, being the officer appointed 
by the council for that purpose, is ten years from the first 
day of November, 1892. 

And whereas the value of the whole land fronting on the 
streets respectively whereon the said improvements were 
made and whereonthe special frontage assessment is 
chargeable, is according to the last revised assessment 
roll $119,679.00. 

And whereas for the purpose of repaying the said tem- 
porary advances or loans and interest it is necessary and 
expedient to borrow upon the credit of the Municipality 
at large the said sum of $11,770.50 by the issue of deben- 
tures, the principal whereof shall be repayable on the 
3lst day of October, 1902 and which shall bear interest 
from the Ist day of November, A. D., 1892, in the mean- 
time, half yearly at the rate of six per cent per annum. 

And whereas while the said debt is created on the 
credit of the Municipality at large the Municipality is to 
collect the same only by way of a special frontage assess- 
ment. 

And whereas it is expedient to provide for the repay- 
ment of the said principal sum by the creation of an 
equal yearly sinking fund. 

And whereas the total amount required to be raised 
annually by a special rate for payment of the said debt of 
$11,770.50 by means of a sinking fund as aforesaid and the 

interest thereon as aforesaid is $1,664.05. 


And whereas the total amount which will be required 
to be raised annually by aspecial rate for repaying the

EMIGRATION. 


The report of the department of interior for 
the year 1892 is to hand and contains a vast 
amount of valuable and encouraging informa- | 
tion regarding the Northwest and particularly 
‘his northwestern part of the Northwest. 
The following statement, however, wiiich ap- 
pears amongst the first pages of the book, | ~~ 
made on the authority of the deputy minister en 
of interior, is altogether misleading and likely ¥ 
to result in serious injury to the country | 
if it remains uuchallenged. | 

“The information which reaches the depart- 
ment from the best informed quarters indicates 
that the exodus of Canadian farmers to the | 
United States has practically come to an end, | 
and that the United States railway corporations | 
have found it unprofitable to maintain their | 
colonization agencies in Canada, and have toa | 
very large extent closed them up.” 

It is true that the tide of immigration from | 
Kastern Canada is turning from the States to the 
Northwest; but to say that the movement to the 
States has ceased or that United States railway 
companies have ceased their efforts and with- 
drawn their agents is incorrect. There are a 
large number of paid agents of United States 
railway companies vow at worse amongst the 
farmers of Outario, and they are having a | 


certain measure of success. ‘The walls of ev ery 
(jrand Trunk railway station are papered with 
Ther wmaverimenents, avd the sae 18 Lrue of | 
many post offices and even some C. PL R. 
stations. The agents sent down durmg the 
past winter by the C. P. BR. on the recommend.

This is speaking gen- 
erally. Now to come down to particulars ina 
single but very important case. There is at 
the present time, a movement being organized 
in Minnesota and Dakota forthe purpose of 
removing the bulk of the settlers of the Parry 
Sound district to those States during the com- 
ing summer, and there is every prospect of its 
beimg injuriously successful. The facts are as
